THEY MUST DROP ALL TIOKETS IW 
THE BOXES INSTANTLY. 


Employes Disobeying the Mandate Will 
Be Discharged=Superintendent of Ad- 
missions Tucker 
and Registers Now in Use Are Prac- 
tically Worthless—His Explanation of 
the Discrepancy Sunday Between the 
Crowd and the Tickets Received, 


Before the gatemen with their tin boxes 
went out from Supt. Tucker’s office yesterday 
morning a mandatory order was read to them 
which came from the Superintendent himself. 
Each squad tas drawn up in line and each 
squad inspector declared that hereafter any 
gatekeeper at a pay gate not dropping each 
ticket into the box as it was given to him 
would be deemed guilty of a serious offense. 

‘* This order must be obeyed,”’ said Chief 
Inspector De Remer, ** and men found break- 
ing it will not be kept in our service.” 

This was perhaps the first effect of the re- 
port of the apparent leakage at the gates Sun- 
day which was printed yesterday morning in 
Tue Tersunz. Supt. Tucker, for his own 
protection, is determined that every possible 
avenue for dishonest or crooked work shall 
be blocked, Absolute accuracy, however,

will not be possible until all the turnstiles and 
registers are in working order. Pending their 
eom pletion, as a measure of precaution, Supt. 
Tucker set all his extra men at work to watch 
the gatemen and keep as accurate an account 
as possible of people coming into.the grounds. 
In this way he hopes to determine where the 
discrepancy lies, if there be any. 

‘‘ The fact of the matter is,”’ said: Chief In- 
spector De Remer, “ that at present our turn- 
stiles and registers are practically useless. 
There are nineteen entrances scattered about 
the seven miles of fence and 340 turnstiles. 
Ofthis number 360 are now in operation, 
but none of them are working accurately. 
Only four or five of our ticket choppers are in 
running order. Our squad inspectors take 
the returns from such registers that are run- 
ning every day, but they have ted 
that the machines are unreliable. The regis- 
ters jump 100 at a single turn, or, on the 
other hand, they sometimes fail to record a 
single passage when fifty people have passed 
through the turnstile. One of our men 
turned in his report this morning for yester- 
day, and the count of the tickets in his box 
made afterwards’. showed a shortage of 
over 400. Of course it is absurd 
to assume that a man would deliberately al- 
low such an error as this to appearif his in- 
tentions' were dishonest. Most of our regis- 
ters are similarly Inaccurate. At present, 
therefore, it is utterly impossible to hold our 
gatemen responsible for the returns made by 
them. Ifan order to that effect should be 
issued today I would not havea man left in 
my service tomérrow for their salaries would 
be gone in a week. 

“We have already given notice that the 
present registers were unsatisfactory. The 
firm making them has agreed to supply us 
with an improved and accurate register with- 
in ten days. As soon as we receive them they 
will be put into place, and thereafter a gate- 
man whose tickets do not tally exactly with 
the register will be he'd personally 
ble for the difference. .

On 
searching the house the police found that the 
girl’s room had been rifled of some of its 
contents. The rifled bedroom leads to the 
theory that the robbery was the motive, but 
the police are all at sea regarding the identity 
or whereabouts of the assassin. The girl is 
said to have no lovers, and no motive other 
than robbery is advanced. Neighbors noticed 
no unusual noise, and this is mysterious, as 
the farmer kept several large and ferocious

RECIPROCITY FOR LAKE WRECKERS, 


Proclamation of Canada, Instituting It, 
Published at Montreal. 

Monrrreat, Que., May 30.—[Special.}—A 
proclamation putting in force from June l 
the act of 1892, granting American wreckers 
the right to operate in Canada waters contig- 
uous to the United States, has been published 
in the Canada Gazette. On the same day the 
United States act, granting similar privileges 
to Canadian wreckers, will be brought into 
force by proclamation of the President.

TRIBUTE TO THE NAME OF LAFAYETTE 


Paris, May 30.—About 500 persons, large- 
ly Americans, were present today at the dec- 
oration of the tomb of the Marquis de Laia- 
yette in honor of his services to the pause of 
American independence. The tomb is in the 
Cemetery of Picpus, at Vincennes, which con- 
tains the tombs of some of the oldest families 
in France, and also the graves of 1,300 
victims of the Reign of Terror. 

Members of the Lafayette family arrived at 
the cemetery in landaus sent by Col. Adams, 
representing Lafayette Post of the G. A. R. of 
New York. These with the American Embas- 
sy and staff and others who came to take part 
in the ceremony first signed their names in a 
book intended asa memento for Lafayette 
Post, and then marched with uncovered heads 
to the tomb.

DIOCESE OF CHICAGO CONVENTION, 


Bishop McLaren Makes His Annual Ad- 
dress at the Opening Meeting. 

The proceedings of the annual Episcopal 
Convention of the Diocese of Cnicago began 
yesterday morning with a religious service at 
the Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul, Wash- 
ington boulevard and Peoria street. Bishop 
Walker of North Dakota celebrated holy com- 
munion. The sermon was preached by Bishop 
Tuttle of Missouri. After the service the 
morning session was held. 

Bishop McLaren, in the President’s address, 
dwelt upon the report of the Prayer Book So- 
ciety and the gratifying progress it recorded. 
He referred to the Church cluband its merito- 
rious work, not only in relation to its 
own special sphere of activity but in 
the facilities it -afforded to numerous 
diocesan organizations 
transact their business. 
said that no parish of large dimensions 
could think itself fully equipped without a 
parochia! house, nor could a diocese be consid- 
ered properly organized without a diocesan 
house. As tothe Church Home for Orphans 
he had to congratulate the convention on the 
fine buildi erected. The report of St. 
Luke’s Hospital showed a deficit. The work 
done by that institution was adimirable and its 

roper support was most necessary. Another 
act to be regretted was Dr. Locke’s retire- 
ment from active work. 

The scope of the Western Theological Sem- 
inary is too narrow, thedoctor said. Chicago, 
the great gathering place of the nations, has a 

reat future before it asa school of theology. 
re fs a need of clergymen educated 

in the West, in totich with the West. and in- 
stinct with the spirit of the great West. For- 
tunately, there is no lack of young men seek- 
ing instruction, but there is strong need of 
ampler endowment. The work of church ex- 
tension requires further organized effort. For 
this purpose there is need of a society which 
could loan funds for building purposes. In 
concluding Bishop McLaren referred feeling- 
ly to the deaths since the last convention of 

e Rev. William Turner, the Rey. Mr. Brooks, 
and the Rt.-Rev. Dr. William A. Bissell. 

Reports from several committees and from 
the Diocesan Treasurer were received and re- 
ferred to the Finance committee. Treasurer 
W. Kelsey Reed was reélected unanimously. 

The report of the Board of’Missions shows 
a total subscription of $19,093 the last year. 
A sum of $16,028 for the coming year was 
guaranteed by the various parish representa. 
tives and by individuals present. The deficit 
in the hospital fund exceeds $10,000, and an 
effort will be made to raise $20,000 more 
than last year to put this fund on a firm 
basis. The convention adjourned to meet 
today for religious services at 10 a. m. and 
for business at 10:30.

EXISTENCE OF TRAFFIC ASSOCIATIONS. 
It Is Involved in a Case Pending Before 


the Federal Court of Appeals. 
Sr. Paut, Minn., May 30.—[Special.|— 


There will be argued in the United States Cir- 


cuit Court of Appeals in this city tomorrow a 
case the outcome of which involves the exist- 
ence of all the railroad traffic associations of 
the country, sixty-eight in number. It is the 
ease of the United vs. The Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association and the fifteen roads com- 
posing it. The fifteen roads are: 

The Missouri Pacific, Santa Fé, St. Louis and 
San Francisco, Kansas City, Fort Scott and Mem- 

his, Kansas City, St. Joseph and Council Bluffs, 
rlington and Missouri River, Chicago and 
Northwestern, Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Omaha, Freemont, Elkhorn and Missouri Val- 
ley, Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, Denver 
and Rio Grande, Rio Grande Western, and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. 

The case was heard by Judge John Riner at 
Cheyenne, Wyo., last July and decided in 
favor of the railroad companies. The United 
States then appealed it to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Action was brought by J. W. Ady, 
District Attorney for the District of Kansas 
in the United States Circuit Court in Decem- 
ber, 1891, charging that this association of 
the railroads tended to create a monopoly and 
by reducing competition effected a restraint 
of trade contrary to the provisions of the 
Sherman anti-trust act pussed July, 1890. It 
is not claimed that the railroad rates fixed by 
the association are unreasonable, but that it is 
illegal for the railroads to associate to fix 
rates at all. ' 

The railroad companies allege: 

That the association is necessary to prevent dis- 
crimination by different rates on different roads; 
that unregulated competition injures established 
business enterprises fiuctuations in rates at 
different points; that association is necessary to 

reserve uniformity and equality as between dif-

PENNSYLVANIA’S MINING EXHIBIT. 


All Minerals Found There Displayed in a 
Perfect Manner, 
Pennsylvania’s pavilion in the Mining 
Building will soon be ready for visitors. This 
pavilion is just in front of the north entrance 
east of the main aisle. Stepping into the 
pavilion the visitor passes between neatly fin- 
ished glass cases containing 300 bottles filled 
with petroleum and petroleum products. The 
bottles are twelve inches high, four inches 
wide,and one inch think ,and bear the State coat 
ofarms. In from. of these cases standsa huge 
relief map of the State, 7x14 feet, showi 
the location of all coal and iron mines, oi 
and gas fields, blast furnaces, pipe lines, and 
railroads. The most attractive feature in the 
exhibit is a complete working model of a 
coal mine and breaker. The model occupies 
a space 24x8 feet. Nine engines are shown 


and the work they do from the time the coal : 


is hatled up the inclines, dumped into 
screens, where it is assorted into sizes and 


‘ joaded into railroad cars, while the mine cars 


return by gravity for fresh loads. 

Beside the model stands a little pavilion 
constructed to show the possibilities of slate. 
Every use to which slate can be put—fo? pil- 
lars, roofing, school slates, and so on—is 
shown. At the west side stand sixteen trun- 
cated pyramids, disposed in rectangular form, 
showing all varieties of anthracite 
found in the anthracite region and also 
all the commercial sizes. Analyses of the 
different. varieties are exhibited, At the cor- 
ners of the rectangle are glass cases two feet 
square and eight feet high display’ 
varietiés of bituminous . A colored 
dra wi is shown, illustrating the manufac. 
ture of zinc oxide and spiegelite, which is 
used for recarbonizing iron for the mianufac- 
ture of steel. Another case contains samples 
of the thirty varieties of fire clay found in the 
State, crude and burnt, and the bricks made 
from it. 

Next to it are cases showing the varieties of 
tile clays, crude, floated, ground, unburnt, 
burnt. glazed, and er rE There are also 
sainples of the seventy-eight varieties of 
build stone in the State, finished and un- 
finished, shown at the north end of the pa- 
vilion. Then there are samples of the glass 
sands of the State, the different mixtures used 
for the variots kinds of glass, and specimens 
of the finished product. Soapstons, nickel, 
manganese, iron ore, and the various stages in 
the manufacture of iron with charcoal, an- 
thracite, and bituminous coal are to be seen. 

Near the model of the mine and breaker 
stands a primitive furnace, such as was used 
in the beginning of the iron industry. 
Grouped about it are the various tools used in 
mining. Upon the south and east walls are 
photographs, charts, and maps of geological 
and mineralogical surveys, relief maps, and 
the like. In the center of the Mines Building 
stands what the Pennsylvanians call an an- 
thracite “ needlé.” It is a shaft of anthracite 
showing a vertical section through a fifty-four- 
foot vein.in Schuyl ‘ill County, with the coal- 
slate seams, etc., in their proper place.

Millions of Insects. 


It is believed, according to Mr. P. L. Sim- 
monds, F. L. 8., that there are five times as many 
insects as'there are species of all other living 
things put together. The oak alone supports 450 
species of insects, and 200 kinds make their 
home in the pine. Forty years ago Humboldt es- 
timated that the number of spécies preserved in 
collections was between 150,000 and 170,000, 
but scientific men now that there must be 
more than three-quarters of a million, without 
taking into account the parasite res. Of 
the 35,000 species in Europe, however, not more 
than 3.500 are noxious or destructive. There are 
more than 100,000 kinds of beetles.—<Scient

The hoggish- 
ness of the Eastern roads is sure to prove a 
boomerang in theend, It is generally known 
that the weaker lines which cannot afford to 
make capital by running ‘* World's Fair 
Flyers” are already cutting rates and are 
getting the bulk of the business. Thus the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western and New 
York, Ontario and Western, ‘which run slow 
trains, have thus far been carrying more than 
twice as many people to the World’s Fair as 
all the othér ,roads combined. The so-called 
first=lass lines will not be able to stand this 
sort of business any great length of time and 
they will finally be compelled to make lower 
rates than if they had agreed upon fair and 
reasonable rates and arrangements in the 
first place. The following communication re- 
reived yesterday from a prominent Western 
business man shows the necessity of a redut- 
tionin rates if a fair attendance at the 
World’s Fair is to be secured:

= @ _, About the y@ir 1880 the members of the Grand 

bent to erect on a portion of this 

bidiers’ and ors’ memorial : hall, 

i not only bear witness in all coming 

friotism and sacrifices of the men 


Surgeon’s secrets were unfolded at the after- 
noon session of the Congress of Homeopathic 
Physicians and Surgeons in the Hall of Wash- 
ington yesterday.

World’s Fair Juries and Awards. 


CricaGco. May 27.—{Editor of The Tribune.]— 
The article of your corgespondent upon this im-

RAILROAD EXCURSIONS. 

The Exposition managers have reached the 
concinsion long since stated by Taz Tursunsz 
that onless special attractions are offered by 
the railroads in the shape of low transporta- 
tion rates people from far outside the qity will 
not visit the Fair in great numbers. Hence 
they are bestirring themselves to enlist the co- 
operution of the railroads, if possible, and will 
endeavor to obtain iton the lines of a plan 
proposed by Comunissioner Massey. This is 
that the management shal! arrange for special 
féte days, of which the railroads shall be noti- 
fied with ,an invitation to run excursion trains 
at low rates for those occasionsonly. It is 
pointed out that this need not interfere with 
ibe regular busitiess of the roads. They 
may reduce their fares for special 
occasions as low ab they see fit. 
Along with this the State Commissioners 
will join in an effort to stir up their people at 
home to avail themselves in large numbers of 
the opportunities. to. be offered. The 
Pennsylvania is announced as taking 
the lead in this movement, not alone by one 
excursion but by several, giving to the masses 
who live near its lines opportunities to visit 
the Fair at comparatively small expense and 
see for themselves the magnificent display 
that has been spread out at Jackson Park. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that the managers 
of all the o@er roads that lead to Chicago 
will recognize the wisdom of this course and 
the absolute necessity of taking it if they are 
todoabig business in transporting people 
to and from the Fair. As in the 
case of the Centennial at Philadelphia 
and the later World’s Fair at Paris, it has 
been proven that low rates of railroad fare 
are absolutely necessary to attract the multi- 
tude from afar. The railroads have tried the 
regular tariff for a whole month now and find 
the people do not come. One-sixth of the 
time has elapsed and they have carried very 
fewawho would not have taken the journey if 
not a single dollar had been expended at Jack- 
son Park.

THE NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

A list of twenty-two school buildings (with 
their location and cost); nowin process of 
erection under the superintendence of the 
Chicago Board of Education, was printed 
in last Suypay’s Tarsuwe. Eighteen of these 
were ordered during last year, and they should 
be ready for occupancy atthe opening of the 
next school year in September. The four 
other buildings in course of erection ought 
to be finished before the first of January 
next, The eighteen buildings ready in Sep- 
tember will have seating capacity for 12,000 
pupils and the four additional to be réady in 
January will seat nearly 3,000 more. Thus 
15,000 pupils all told will be accommodated 
in these new buildings. In addition the City 
Council, at the request of the School Board, 
has authorized the erection of twenty-six new 
structures and has made ample appropria- 
tion for the cost of the same. .The architect 
of the Board of Education is now preparing 
the plans for moat of these structures. 

As some of them were authorized as far 
back as February and July of last year the 
plans ought to be ready at this time surely. 
But the architect of the Board of Education is 
not the most active official of that branch of 
the municipal government. The contractors 
appear to be slow-going also. The Board of 
Education could hasten the pace of both the 
architect and the contractors. _ 

The 15,000 school seats that will be ready 
this year will be taken as fast as the new 
buildings are opened, As many more seats 
will be needed. President McLaren and his 
associates have done so well in meeting the 
demands of the constantly increasing young 
population of Chicago that it would be un- 
fair to criticise them in any respect. But it 
may be suggested without at all reflecting on 
their zeal or usefulness that they ought to 
hurry up their architect and the school build. 
ing contractors. The buildings cannot be 
erected fast enough to enable the board to 
furnish seats to all the pupils that ask for 
them.

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VIADUCT DAMAGES. 

At the meeting of the Council "Monday re- 
ports of the Finance committee recommend- 
ing the payment of over $8,000 of public 
money on account of viaduct damages were 
adopted by a vote of 55to4. Such pay- 
ments—frequently they are in much larger 
amounts—are of weekly occutrence. During 
the last four years about $1,100,000 in the 
form of viaduct damages has been piled up 
against the city either through judgment in 
the courts or the acquiéscence of the Council. 
Though the city is technically responsible for 
these damages the railroad companies whose 
operations made the construction of the via- 
ducts necessary can be held responsible equi- 
tably and ultimately. That they have not 
been compelled to pay them before this time 
is due to the culpable negligencé of the Cre- 
gier and Washburne administrations. Suits 
were entered against the railroad companies 
to compel payment of the damages as far 
back as March, 1889, by Mr. John W. Green, 
then Corporation Counsel. A verbal agree- 
ment then was entered into by the attorneys 
of the Milwaukee and St. Paul and the Bur. 
lington and Quincy roadsto take the cases as 
soon as possible to the Supreme Court. This 
has not been done, though more than four 
years have elapsed since the agreement was | 
entered into. No case covering the point has 
yet had a hearing in the lower courts even, 
Cases were ready for hearing during the Cre- 
gier administration, but they were dropped 
for some unexplained reason, though it is but 
justice to the Corporation Counsel, Mr. Hutch- 
inson, to say that it was not his fault, The 
instruction to drop the cases came from high 
quarters. The cases were neglected during 
the Washburne administration on an intima. 
tion from high quarters also. What are May- | 
or Harrison and his Corporation Counsel go- 
ing to de about them?

NEVER MIND THE CROWNED HEADS. 

It is stated that a plan for securing a large 
attendance’ of the potentates of Europe at the 
Fair is to be laid before the directors this 
week by ite ingenious author. It is that each 
of the large cities of the United States invite 
a crowned head to come here and be its guest, 
the expenses to be paid either by private sub- 
scriptions or by appropriations from the city 
treasury. The citizens of each place are ex- 
pected to sign a petition to their special mon- 
arch to come here, see the Fair, and enjoy 
theizghospitality. The petition, ‘‘ numerously 
signed by leading citizens,”’ is to be sent to 
Europe and handed to the sovereign - by 
the American Minister at his court, and 
the author of the plan is of the opinion that no 
ruler will be able to refuse such a cordial in- 
vitation. 

' On the whole it is better not to bother with 
the crowned heads of Europe, nor to hold out 
‘free lunch inducements for them to comie. 
They cause considerable expense and bother. _ 
They are not a profitable investment. It is 
difficult to learn just how to treatthem. They 
require so much attention, and it has to be 
paid them in accordance with rules of eti- 
quétte of which little is known here.

One of the Eastern roads has added to its 
service between here and New York by put- 
ting on a train which covers the distance in 
the reduced time of twenty hours. As greater 
speed means increased expense a higher fare 
is charged.

No oxz who has watched the observance of we 
Decoration day from the time it was institut- 
ed till now can fail to notice a marked 
change. At first the day was one of deep sor- 
row, of respectful testimony to the memories 
of the dead, and of renewed pledges that the 
cause for which they yielded up their lives 
should be held ever dear by the survivors. 
The sentiment of the people may be no less 
patriotic now, but it is less fervent, for as a 
rule the day is celebrated by different per- 
sons. Many of the soldiers of the rebellion 
war survive, and the day is to them a hal- 
lowed one, asof old. But the parents of the 
heroes who fell have themselves gone over to 
the great majority, the widows have married 
again, @e sisters and brothers entertain but a 
mellowed recollection of the heartrending 
scenes of thirty years ago, and the children 
of the dead heroes of the war have nearly 
outlived the yemembrance of events that oc- 
curred when they were very young. For 
these reasons there is less disposition than of 
yore to weep over the graves, and a smaller 
percentage of the people take a personal in- 
terest in the decoration ceremonies, for the 
reason that many of them were not here at 
all while the struggle was in progress.

The Justice Didn't Believe Him. 


When J. P. Ouckin, a German, saw’ the advor-

This is. un- 
doubtedly the feeling of the lay element in the 
assem bly, and it finds supportin the followers 
of all the seminaries except Union and Lane. 
Nevertheless a good many of the ministers 
who will feel constrained to record their votes 
against the soundness of Dr. Briggs’ teach- 
ings are anxious that a moderate course shall 
be taken. They think the split in the church 
will be less wideif the assembly follows a 
conservative path. When the test comes the 
radical element will probably overbear them.
